STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The objections to the claims and the drawings have been overcome responsive to the 
amendments. Similarly, the non-enablement rejection has been overcome responsive to the 
amendment. 

Claims 2-10 and 23-28 are deemed allowable because none of the cited prior art 
references disclose the specifically recited configuration further reciting an "inverter" and an 
"OR gate" or a "NOR gate" and the specific connections therefor. 

Claims 1 1-22 are allowable because none of the cited references teach a circuit 
comprising four pairs of "edge control circuits" and two pairs of "edge output current regulation 
circuits" having the specifically recited connections and operation.
